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THE  LONG  WEEKEND:  At  long  last,  we  begin  with  this  Folio,  a  change  in  our  re-broadcast 
hours.

This  series  of 
talks  by  Fred  Hoyle,  lecturer  in  mathematics  at  Cambridge  University,  has  been  broadcast 
twice  during  our  evening  schedule,  and  we  thought  it  would  be  a  good  idea  to  afford  those 
listeners  who  may  have  missed  it  during  the  evening  the  opportunity  of  hearing  it  during 
the  morning. 


NEW  MUSIC:  Thanks  to  the  flood  of  contemporary  music  now  being  released  by  recording 
companies,  it  is  possible  to  offer  what  amounts  to  a  festival  of  new  compositions  in  this 
Folio  period.  A  few  composers  worth  watching  for  are  Aaron  Copland  (May  23),  David 
Diamond  (May  24),  Lou  Harrison  (May  25),  Roger  Sessions  (May  28),  and  Randall  Thompson 
(May  31).  Victor  Herbert's  Cello  Concerto  is  not  new  music,  but  as  an  essay  in  "serious"  music 
it  has  an  element  of  novelty  in  it  and  you  may  hear  it  on  May  26.
